DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 7/16/09 has been entered. 

In response to applicant's amendment all the prior art rejection has been withdrawn. 

Claims 1-32 are canceled claims. 

Claims 33 - 64 are pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 7/16/09 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 5/24/06, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Reasons For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 33 - 64, are allowed. Renumbered as 1-32. 

In response to applicant's amendment persuasive arguments (see page 10, of the 
remarks filed on 7/16/09). The prior art of record Hartley , deceased (US.5,388,129) 
discloses an apparatus and method for radiographic inspection of welds, which 
welds may be seal welds of the kind typically found on nuclear power reactor control 
rod drive mechanisms . The method of radiographic inspection of the weld, the 
method comprising steps of surrounding one of the members with the track, 
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mounting a radiation source on the track so that the beam of radiation emitted by the 
radiation source passes tangentially through the weld, and mounting a radiation 
shield on the track so that the beam of radiation is shielded. Hartley fails to teach or 
discloses "acquiring a radiographic digital image of at least one 
area in the element of the nuclear reactor," "creating a reference image through 
digital processing," and "comparing the radiographic digital image obtained," as 
required by claim 33, comparing the radiographic digital image obtained , one of 
processed and unprocessed, with the reference image to detect a presence of 
defects wherein the step of creating a reference image through digital processing of 
the radiographic image obtained comprises a substep of one of opening and closing 
the image by adding a structuring element, as required by claim 38, comparing the 
radiographic digital image obtained , one of processed and unprocessed, with the 
reference image to detect a presence of defects wherein the step of comparing the 
radiographic digital image obtained, one of processed and unprocessed, with the 
reference image to detect a presence of defects comprises a substep of calculating 
a difference between the acquired image that is one of processed and unprocessed, 
and the reference image and of dividing the difference by one of the radiographic 
image obtained, that is one of processed and unprocessed, and the reference 
image, as required by claim 45, as commonly included in the independent claim 33, 
38 and 45,the prior art of record fails to teach either singularly or in combination, fails 
to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious. Claims 33 - 64 have been 
withdrawn from the rejection and is allowed.
